“T have shown your honor that 
within the law those defendants 
are responsible, that their beliefs 
may not be urged as mitigation of 
the offense and that the judgment 
must be based upon the turpitude 
of the crime,’’ continued Marshall. 

Definitions of Murder. 

He then turned to the defini- 
tions of murder in the Illinois 
statutes to show that the crime 
against young Franks came within 
those laws. There was, he urged, 
no element of ‘‘justifiable homi- 
cide’ present to warrant any pun- 
ishment “short of the penalty of 
death.”’ 

The defendants gave no visible 
signs that the phrase “death pen- 
alty” had been heard by them. 
They seemed more interested in 
the notes being made by Darrow 
and the associate defense counsel. 

The attorney ridiculed the de- 
fense attempt to show mitigation 
of punishment by the testimony of 
mental experts. 

“No philosophy is an excuse for 
crime,” was Marshall's text on that 
point, and he worked it out by 
drawing parallels between Leo- 
pold’s and Loeb’s belief in their 
own powers and the philosophies 
of anarchists, communists and 
Mormons who were convicted of 
violating laws of the land despite 
reliance upon their beliefs as just!- 
fication for their acts. 

Malice Aforethought. 

Marshall progressed to citations 
in which courts of this State have 
interpreted the statutes. particu- 
larly as to the meaning of ‘“‘malice 
aforethought, expressed and im- 
plied.”” He then started a sum- 
marification of the crime, prefac- 
ing it with an agreement with the 
Judge that premeditation and all 
other elements of “deliberate 
crime were present here.” 

When Marshall reached a de- 
scription of the ‘“‘debate” between 
Leopold and Loeb as to what acid 
should be used to mutilate the vic- 
tim’s features, the latter turned 
to his co-defendant and his lips 
plainly formed the words: “Which 
one was wrong?” 

“It is proved here,” said Mar- 
shall, “that these master criminais 
wanted to commit an undetectable 
crime, and they did commit a most 
atrocious crime, one which  de- 
serves only, one punishment and 
that the death penalty. 

“Now is there anything in the 
proposition that the defendants are 
not yet 21?” he asked. He then 
read court precedents in which 
minority was an issue in appeals 
and was overruled by higher 
courts. 

“Infant of 10” Responsible. 

Marshall pointed out that an “‘in-

fant” more than 10 years old is, 
in this State, considered capable 
of realization of crime and may 
be held responsible for it in the 
same manner as anu “adult.” 

“Taking this plea of guilty at its 
full face value,” he said, “and 
treating them as sane, as they in- 
deed are, we must conclude that 
they have full criminal capacity. 

“And now we come to turpitude. 
The baseness and vileness of the 
crime are admitted. And nowhere 
in the jurisprudence of Illinois is 
there a crime. so vicious, so de- 
praved, as the crime at bar.” 

Case of Two Other Youths. 

Marshall cited a number of IIli- 
nois decisions, every one of which, 
he said, had resulted in affirma- 
The 
first was that of Walter Krauser, 
who is in the county jail under 
sentence to die in October for kill- 
ing a policeman. Krauser, Mar- 
shall pointed out, is 19 years old, 
the same age as Leopold. 

Marshal! pointed out that Krau- 
ser’s youthful companion, Bernard 
Grant, also was under sentence of 
death. ‘“‘And can it be said,” he 
queried, ‘“‘that these two shall be 
executed and two others of the 
same age, but of better education 
and opportunities, who have com- 
mitted a more atrocious murder, 
shall escape?’’ 

He next pointed out a case in 


which a husband had killed a man 


and. urged the Court to compare 
this killing in the height of pas- 
sion with the turpitude of the 
Franks crime. “I wonder,”’ he said, 
‘whether that man was only six 
or eight years eld emotionally.” 

Marshall cited the case of Eu- 
gene Geary, a Chicago gunman, 
who was sentenced to death, later 
was found insane and now is in 
Chester penitentiary. “There was 
no parallel in the statement’ of 
facts as to turpitude,’’ said Mar- 
shall. “Geary had no plan or pur- 
pose, but yet he was convicted and, 
if he ever recovers his reason, he 
must be returned to this county for 
execution.” 

Youth and Death Penalty. 

Marshall recited a case in which 
a 19-year-old youth named Ander- 
son lost a plea from the death pen- 
alty for killing a policeman. 

“You knew, of course,” said Ben- 
jamin Bachrach, “that Anderson’s 
punishment was commuted to life 
imprisonment because of his age.”’ 
“We are not concerned here with 
agencies beyond this Court,” re- 
sponded Marshall. 

“Well, the Anderson conviction 
was by a jury,” suggested Darrow. 
“What difference does that make?’’ 
retorted Marshall, and he contin- 
ued his declaration that youth was 
no bar to tne death penalty until 
court adjourned for the noon re- 
cess. 

Cook County Executives. 

Marshall picked up the thread 
of his argument in the afternoon 
by giving a list of executions in 
Cook County in which youthful 
criminals paid the extreme penalty. 
Darrow interrupted to point out an 
instance in which he said that the 
court had changed the jury’s sen- 
tence of death to imprisonment. 

“You will have plenty of op- 
portunity to reply to this argu- 
ment,” suggested Crowe. 

Darrow followed the reading by 
Marshall on a duplicate typewrit- 
ten list, Leopold and Loeb lean- 
ing forward to watch his pencil 
move down the sheet. An under- 
tone remark by Darrow brought 
a second protest from State’s At- 
torney Crowe. 

“I object to these interruptions 
and insist that Mr. Marshall be 
allowed to continue his argument,” 
he said. The chief defense counsel 
explained he was trying to help 
the speaker get ages and dates 
correctly. The list showed 16 men 
ranging from 16 to 26 years had 
been hanged in this county since 
1906. 

Comparison of Crimes, 

Marshall dwelt on the circum- 
stances of some of the crimes to 


ord now before this court. He 
added that they showed no such 
preparation and premeditation as 
the kidnaping and murder of Rob- 
ert Franks. 

Darrow gave this line of argu- 
ment strict attention. Frequently 
he asked Marshall to repeat dates 
and other references and made 
notes “of the replies. 

Darrow questioned a statement 
that Thomas Schultz, 19, had been 
hanged in February, 1912. Judge 
Caverly sent his clerk to the court 
records and verified the date. 

“J was sure of it, your honor,” 
said Marshall. “Because, while the 
execution of Schultz and three com- 
panions was taking place, I was in 
court before Judge McKinley re- 
sisting an attempt to stay the in- 
fliction of the penalty. That was 
the most dramatic moment of my 
experience.” 

Of another case Marshall said: 
“Consider the turpitude and com- 
pare it with what we face. There 
was no planning and scheming, no 
kidnaping, no demand for ransom, 
no telling the parents of the vic- 
tim that their boy was safe and 
sound when all the time his body 
was in a culvert, the face eaten by 
acid; no taped chisel, no rented au- 
tomobile, no writing and sending 
of a ransom letter. It was just a 
case where two men fought over a 
woman and one shot the other. Yet 
the turpitude was sufficient to send 
the slayer to the gallows." 

“Fiendish Depravity.” 

He drew a similar parallel with 
the case of Anton Martilleno, whvu 
killed a b@rtender in a saloon fight 
in Joliet. One Jennings, who “went 
into a house to burglarize, not to 
commit murdery’ was called “an 
exemplary citizen as compared wit 
these defendants.” 

‘‘Nowhere,” said Marshall, ‘wi’: 
you find a case more cunningly 
planned, more dastardly, than this 
case at the bar. Tand the books 
are full of murder cases. I- chal- 
lenge the defense to show in any 
of thes volumes any case which 
even approaches in atrocity and 
fiendishdepravity the case before 
this court.” 

As in all preceding instances in 
which the assistant prosecutor 
kurned from his records to de- 
nounce the crime, the oratorica! 
flight had no visible effect upon 
either Leopold or Loeb. 
Opening of the Argument 

Crowe’s Legal Expert. 

Marshall, in opening argument 
for the State late yesterday, dealt 
with the legal aspects of the case, 
which he divided into responsibil- 
ity of the defendants, impossibil- 
ity of mitigation and turpitude of 
the crime itself. 

The responsibility of the youths 
had been admitted by their pleas 
of guilty, Marshall argued, and@ 
therefore, all testimony relative to 
childish phantasies and delusions 
should be disregarded. Responsi- 
bility had been confused with mit- 
igation by the defense, he con- 
tended, and nothing had been of- 
fered in extenuation of the facts. 

The turpitude of the crime, 
which he defined as vileness, de- 
pravity and “everything that is 
against good morals,” he declared. 
remained, and he maintained that 
no precedent in Illinois could be 
found for linking responsibility 
with moral turpitude. The sole 
legal standard of insanity, 
avowed, was the ability to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong. 

“If These Defendants Knew.” 

“If these defendants knew that 
they were doing wrong, if they 
realized that what they were doing 
would subject them to justice, then 
they are to be punished according 
to the law,” he said. Insanity can 
be offered only as a defense and 
not in mitigation of degrees of 
guilt, he maintained. 

“If this case does not deserve 
punishment by death, then no case 
in the history of, Illinois has de- 
served that punishment,” said

When he was nominated for Vice President at the 
Cleveland convention Charles G. Dawes, it was ex- 
rected, would furnish the punch for the Republican 
campaign.

Criticism, therefore,*may | 
possibly be estopped for his omission of any refer- 
ence to the corruption at Washington that has sick- 
ened the nation. 

But in. sounding the alarm that the Constitution 
of the United States is threatened by the radicalism 
of La Follette, Mr. Dawes, we believe, might, with 
rreater courage and candor, have recognized the far 
deadlier peril to our Government. The Constitution 
cf the United States is not going to be smashed by 
isms or vagaries, but the Government at Washington 
cannot long survive the corruption, graft and terror- 
ism that have marked the present administration.
